WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington residents are or- 
ganizing a coalition aimed 
at educating students, par- 
ents, and the community 
on mental health, sub- 
stance abuse prevention 
and awareness, and skills 
for making healthy life 
choices. 

ROOTS Coalition, an ac- 
ronym for Raising Our Own 
To be Strong, took shape 
after an informal meeting 
in fall 2017 convened by Gil- 
lian Orsburn.

proposed for construction 
in north Wilmington. 

She wanted to convene 
with other residents to learn 
and discuss further the issue 
of substance abuse in the 
community. Orsburn used 
the Wilmington Community 
Facebook group to invite 
residents to a community 
meeting and about a dozen 
people attended. 

Orsburn’s meeting proved 
a serendipitous crossing of 
paths with Kim Mytych. 
Mytych had been con- 
cerned about the issue of 
substance abuse prevention 
for some time, brainstorm- 
ing ways the community 
could address the issue and 
ways families could help

They’ve also had to deal 
with downed trees, power 
lines, and high winds, some 
gusting more than 40 MPH. 
This didn’t just start this 
week, either. Crews have 
been battling the elements 
all March long (with more to 
come, sadly, as another 
storm is projected to* land 
sometime Tuesday). 

This whole month has been 
a sharp contrast to how 
February ended, with above- 
average temperatures and 
little precipitation. It seemed 
for a brief second that New 
England wouldn’t get six 
more weeks of winter, as the

Larz Neilson to hang the 
-nickname “Agreeable” on 
him. He was not particularly 
. fond of the name, preferring 
. thewnickname “Extra Billy.” 
‘*Smith was on the Wil- 
| mington Housing Authority, 
‘and ‘his name would some- 
times: appear in a news 


story, always as William 
“Agreeable” Smith. The late 
1950s were a hot time for the 
Housing Authority, first with 
the building of Deming Way, 
and then with an Urban 
Renewal proposal for Wil- 
mington Square. The Hou- 
sing Authority became in- 
volved with the latter as it 
was the only town board 
with state authority. 


The Urban Renewal pro- . 


posal went round and round 
for a couple of years, becom- 
ing a very divisive issue. 
While Urban Renewal was 
generally used for slum 
clearance in cities, the proj- 
ect in Wilmington. would 
have cleared out several 
buildings in the square to 
allow the building of a shop- 
ping area. The project was 
shot down in Town Meeting 
after one selectman gave a 
blistering speech. 

Smith was also a volunteer 
fireman and was president

of the Wilmington Firemen’s 
Association. He was badly 
injured at a firemen’s mus- 
ter in August 1963. He was 
driving the town’s old horse- 
drawn fire tub. It jackknifed, 
throwing him to the ground, 
his head striking a granite 


curb. He suffered a frac- 
tured skull and a broken 
pelvis. 

He had a small farm in his 
back yard, and kept a herd 
of cattle. He was usually 
available for tractor work, 
plowing gardens and fields, 
mowing brush and marshes, 
and plowing snow. Spring 
planting was always enjoy- 
able, as Agreeable Smith 
would come to plow the gar- 
den. 

From Town Notes, Town 
Crier, April 12, 1956: 

Not So Agreeable 

One of Wilmington’s well- 
known indiduals is William 
F. Smith. Just to keep this 
straight, his friends call him 
“Extra Billy” and because of 
his usual good nature, he is 
sometimes known as Agree- 
able Smith. Extra Billy is a 
salesman who does some 
farming on the side. On 
snowstorm days he some- 


times picks up a little extra 
cash plowing driveways with 
his tractor. Extra Billy was- 
n’t too agreeable last Sun- 
day, however. His tractor 
was stuck in the mud in his 
own back yard, and he 
didn’t get any further. 

From Town Notes, Town 
Crier, Oct. 25, 1956: 

The Good Earth 

It may have been “The 
Good Earth” to Pearl Buck, 
but Agreeable Smith isn’t 
quite so certain if that is so, 
even if he does like to dabble 
in farming. Agreeable was 
plowing the other day and, 
when he finished the job, he 
discovered that he had lost 
his wallet. Right now, he fig- 
ures, it lies somewhere in 
that field, under eight inches 
of loam. But this wasn’t the 
first time. 

Three or four years ago, he 
lost his wallet under similar 
circumstances, while plow-

ing for Herb Barrows. That 
fall; he and Bobby Barrows 
were pulling potatoes from 
the field, with Agreeable 
operating the tractor and 
Bobby the potato digger. - 

“It was right about here 
that I lost my wallet,” Ag- 
reeable told Bobby. 

Two seconds later, Bobby’s 
digger turned up a new kind 
of potato — the wallet. 

In Nov. 1956, he published 
the following letter in the 
Town Crier: I own a small 
farm. Half a mile distant is 
a sand pit where people go 
for target practice. During 
the past two weeks, I have 
had bullet holes through a 
feed barrel, a cow shed, and 
the gas tank on my truck, 
and they weren’t .22 bullets, 
either. If this doesn’t soon 
stop, I feel I shall have to 
start shooting back.” 

Nothing ever happened, so 
apparently the shooters read 
the paper.

Court decision alarms school officials

-We know this week around 
the 14th school district ad- 
ministrators, staff and stu- 
dents will see some time for 
remembering the 17 lives lost 
in the horrible school shoot- 
ing in Florida that has al- 
ready changed the gun laws 
in Florida but so much more 
is needed around this issue 
that we will reflect on in 
some of the coming columns. 

‘Let us connect some dots 
from a year-old decision here 
in Mass. to the Florida situa- 
tion when a 19-year-old Wa- 
tertown resident in March 
2015 gained access to Milton 
High School five minutes be- 
fore dismissal claiming he 
needed to use the bathroom 


and then asked to go to his 
locker. 

When the young man was 
questioned by staff, he de- 
parted the building saying he 
left his car running. After 
some administrators ques- 
tioned the young man and 
detecting an odor of marijua- 
na, the Milton Police were 
notified and an officer ar- 
rived and patfrisked him and 
recovered a large bag of what 
appeared to be marijuana 
and a “wad” of money from 
the pocket of his hooded 
sweatshirt. 

After patfrisking the indi- 
viduals backpack, the offi- 
cer felt the need to search 
the backpack finding a bot- 
tle of. alcohol, more money, 
a pair of sneakers and a pis- 
tol. The officer placed the 
individual in handcuffs and 
read him his rights. A lock- 
down was put in place, 
where it remained for two 


hours with about 20 officers 
dispatched to the school. 

Court action then followed 
in a case decided on August 
2017, less than a year ago 
when the Supreme Judicial 
Court ruled to vacate the 
defendant’s convictions for 
carrying a firearm without a 
license, carrying a dangerous 
weapon on school grounds, 
disturbing a school and pos- 
session of a class D sub- 
stance with intent to distrib- 
ute and remanded the case 
for further proceedings. 

The decision referenced 
that the police search of a 
suspicious individual on Mil- 
ton High School grounds vio- 
lated the intruder’s Fourth 
Amendment right against 
unreasonable searches and 
seizures. As a result, the evi- 
dence discovered in the 
search: a firearm, marijuana 
and approximately $3,000 in 
cash should have been sup- 


pressed. 

The SJC made the point 
that the Fourth Amend-ment 
standard applicable to school 
officials is “less stringent” 
than that of police officers 
giving the impression that 
the school administration 
should make such a search. I 
really have a number of 
questions about this decision. 
While I respect the law, the 
SJC and the hard work of the 
Courts just remember and 
think about this decision in 
light of what happened in 
Parkland, Florida one month 
ago and less than a year 
from that decision. 

JUST A NOTE: First, what I 
just. said is so very serious 
and a REAL problem in my

TEWKSBURY — Tewks- 
bury Town Clerk, Denise 
Graffeo, reminds dog own- 
ers that the Dog Bylaw 
requires that any dog not 
licensed on or before March 
15 shall pay a late dog li- 
cense fee. 

Effective Friday, March 16, 
a $5 late fee will begin to be 
assessed. Dogs that are new 
to town may be licensed at 
any time throughout the 
year without incurring a late 
fee.

from dementia or Alzheimer’s 
disease.

Boogie hopes 
the film will give caregivers and 
those who have loved ones affect- 
ed by dementia or Alzheimer’s 
an acknowledgement of their 
struggle with day to day living, 
care and loss. 

Aecording to the movie’s direc- 
tor, the movie plot shows “irre- 
sponsible gambler Dewey Shea 
(Grayson Powell) return(ing) 
home to help his college profes- 
sor mother Clara (Zele Avrado- 
poulos) and supermom sister 
Tracy (Caitlin Graham) deal 
with the family patriarch Solo- 
mon (Paul Kandarian) as his 
once-brilliant mind slips away. 


As Solomon gets further from 
them, each family member deals 
with the loss differently with 
varying degrees of (often comi- 
cal) failure.”

“After visiting residents in the 
community, I realized there was 
a need for the caregivers to learn 
how to take care of themselves,” 
she said. 

Her group encompasses care- 
givers for all types of senior 
issues including dementia, Alz- 
heimer’s, Parkinson’s, etc. and is 
a way for people to bounce ideas 
off of each other in a confiden- 
tial, non-judgmental setting. 

“We can help them take care of 
their loved ones by working 
through issues and making them 
stronger as caregivers,” she said.

WILMINGTON — The 
Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment would like to recognize 
the patrol officers, dispatch- 
ers, and firefighters in- 
volved in a life saving inci- 
dent which occurred last 
week at the Dollar Tree 
store on Main Street in Wil- 
mington. 

At 1:50 pm, Wilmington 
Public Safety Dispatch re- 
ceived a 911 call regarding a 
male party that had col- 
lapsed inside the Dollar 
Tree. After determining that 
the 61-year old man was not 
breathing, nor had a pulse, 
Officers Paul Chalifour and 
Butch Alpers began CPR 
while Sgt. Chris Ahern, Ofc. 
Anthony Fiore, & Ofc. Rich 
DiPerri provided logistical 
support. 

After the officers adminis- 
tered an Automated Exter- 
nal Defibrillator (AED), the 
male party regained a pulse 
and and began breathing on 
his own. Prior to being 
transported to Lahey Clinic, 
the man had regained con- 
sciousness and was talking 
to the officers, firefighters, 
& medics on the scene. 


In a letter to Chief vile 
Begonis commending “the 
officers’ actions, Deputy 
Fire Chief Gary Donovan 
stated that, “the individual 
had regained consciousness 
at the scene largely due to 
the efforts of the officers.” } 

He went on to state that the 
officers on the call did an 
outstanding job and are a 
credit to the Wilmington 
Police Department. 

According to the rviericeh 
Heart Association, Imme- 
diate cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation (CPR) and early 
defibrillation, with an auto- 
mated external defibrillator 
(AED), can more than dou- 
ble a victim’s chance of sur- 
vival. . 

Chief Begonis stated that 
the officers’ “dedication and 
professionalism in perform- 
ing effective CPR and pro- 
viding defibrillation was key 
toa positive outcome for the 
victim in this case.”

Yevent abuse or support 
idved ones. 

Over the past year, Mytych 
had ‘drafted a purpose, name, 
goals, and other foundational 
plans for a coalition, but she 
erédits Orsburn for courage 
and initiative in taking the 
first step to assemble com- 
munity members, which fa- 
cilitated the coalition taking 
shape. 

-Orsburn’s initial meeting 
helped introduce the coali- 
tion’s organizers to one an- 
other, and was an opportuni- 
ty ‘for attendees to share 
their personal motivations 
and ‘concerns. 

“I think the big one for me 
was the candlelight vigil the 
town put together and seeing 
all“the lives that were lost. 
That really hit hard — going 
tothe vigil,” remembered 
Mytych. 

In subsequent discussions 
and meetings, the coalition 
organizers started building 
on’ Mytych’s mission and 
Bodls, creating a website, 
growing relationships with 
partners, and planning ini- 
tial projects. 

Sarah Ivan, a public health 
professional who works on 
substance abuse prevention 
efforts, was drawn to engage 
on ‘the topic in Wilmington 
out, of a sense of responsibil- 
ity to acknowledge the trau- 
ma that ripples through a 
community due to the ef- 
fects of substance abuse. 

“I felt like I had skills that 
I could give back to my com- 
munity,” said Ivan. 

‘One of the coalition’s first 
évéents was a narcan and 
CPR training in February 
2018. Attended by people of 
diverse backgrounds — 
some with direct experience 
with: overdose, and others 
without — a common thread 


was a desire to be prepared, 
observed Sarah Ivan. 

For many who chose to par- 
ticipate in narcan training, 
Ivan noted the process as 
“Getting over that leap of ‘it 
can’t happen to me’ to ‘what 
if it did happen to me?’” 

While the coalition plans to 
incorporate narcan and CPR 
trainings into their regular 
plans, they are also looking 
to increase overall aware- 
ness of substance abuse and 
offer educational programs. 
Over the next two months, 
ROOTS Coalition will be 
partnering with Brady’s 
Foundation to run a collec- 
tion drive for sober homes in 
the area. Mytych cited the 
lean operating budgets of 
sober homes as one of the 
reasons that personal care 
items can be in short supply. 

“They’re doing their best to 
do what they have to do, so 
we’re doing whatever we can 
to help them transition 
through,” said Mytych. 

In addition to basic neces- 
sities, like hygiene products 
and clothes, the coalition 
plans to collect donations of 
toys and games to facilitate 
positive experiences for chil- 
dren visiting a family mem- 


_ber residing in the home. | 


Children and young adults 
are a primary concern for 
the coalition, which seeks to 
address the early causes and 
indicators of substance 
abuse and mental health 
matters. 

“You’re never too young to 
know about drugs or talk to 
your children [about drugs],” 
said member Mandeep Lane. 

Lane, a mother of two, 
cited the role that stigma 
plays in inhibiting discussion 
of substance abuse and men- 
tal health topics in families 
and communities. 

“If you take out that stig- 
ma, you’re going to. find 


someone in your family that 
has abused,” said Lane, al- 
luding to the prevalence of 
substance abuse across the 
country. 

Mytych believes there are 
gaps between parents and 
children when it comes to 
familiarity with drugs. My- 
tych believes that young peo- 
ple’s exposure to and knowl- 
edge about drugs is often 
greater than a parent’s per- 
ception of their child’s expo- 
sure and knowledge. Recal- 
ling discussions she has had 
with young people and their 
parents, Mytych recounted 
that parents have been sur- 
prised at how much their 
children know about drugs. 

Mytych has been gauging 
awareness through personal 
discussions, but formal ef- 
forts have also been under- 
taken in Wilmington to bet- 
ter understand youth behav- 
ior. The Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey (YRBS), a voluntary 
questionnaire developed by 
the United States Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre- 
vention to monitor health 
behaviors among middle 
school and high school stu- 
dents, was administered by 
Wilmington Public Schools 
in 2015 and 2017, with results 
available on the Wilmington 
Public Schools website. 

Jen Mason, a_ six-year 
member of the Wilmington 
Substance Abuse Coalition 
— a coalition organized by 
the town, and comprised 
largely of town officials with 
roles critical to substance 
abuse prevention and re- 
sponse — works to raise 
awareness by ensuring edu- 
cational events are publi- 
cized broadly; including to 
Wilmington schools. ROOTS 
Coalition has found partner- 
ship and support from resi- 
dents and employees in 
neighboring towns. ROOTS 


Town looking at interim counsel until 
permanent counsel can be found 
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areas. The expectation is that 
new permanent counsel will 
begin during the summer 
months. 

Hull, along with a board 
negotiation team consisting 
of-Selectman Kevin Caira 
and’ Selectman Michael 
McCoy, have been in meet- 
ings with the purpose of 
arranging “bridge coverage,” 
or temporary counsel for the 
interim period between the 
Deutsch Williams dissolution 
date’ and the start date of a 
new'permanent firm. 

Hull advised the board that a 
new, full service municipal 
law firm, DeRensis and 
Brooks, will have on staff sev- 
eral attorneys from the 
Deutsch Williams firm. Hull 
recommended that this firm 
provide primary legal counsel 
for the town through the inter- 
im period, for the same retain- 
er eost that the town currently 
pays Deutsch Williams. 

The one exception is for an 
ne labor law case. For 


this case, Hull recommended 
that the town hire Attorney 
Robert Hillman at an hourly 
rate. Hillman is currently 
working on the case, and is 
currently with Deutsch Wil- 
liams. Following the dissolu- 
tion, Hillman will be in- 
volved in the formation of a 
separate practice focused on 
employment and labor law. 

Caira and McCoy agreed 
with Hull’s recommenda- 
tions. Caira said that both 
meetings went “very well,” 
and regarding obtaining le- 
gal services from both 
DeRensis and Brooks, and 
Hillman, in the interim peri- 
od, noted that “... we’ll have 
the best of both worlds for a 
little bit.” 

The one question remain- 
ing is the provider of legal 
services at Town Meeting. 

The joint public meeting of 
the Planning Board and the 
Finance Committee takes 
place on March 20, prior to 
contract termination, while 
Town Meeting falls after ter- 
mination. The current con- 
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tractually designated Town 
Attorney is attorney John 
Foskett, who will not be join- 
ing DeRensis and Brooks fol- 
lowing the dissolution. 

Board Chairman Michael 
Champoux suggested that it 
would be “prudent” to ensure 
that the same individual rep- 
resents the town through 
Town Meeting. McCoy, on the 
other hand, expressed dis- 
comfort with any provision 
which would incur further 
legal fees, stating “I don’t see 
us paying the money twice.” 

The board ultimately vo- 
ted, 4-1, to instruct the Town 
Manager to communicate 
with representatives from 
the new firms to ensure that 
the same individual attorney 
will represent the town 
through Town Meeting. The 
vote identified the first 
choice as attorney John Fos- 
kett, if no additional fees 
will be incurred. If extra 
fees would apply, the board 
will defer to the DeRensis 
firm with a preference for 
Attorney Lou Ross. 


Coalition organizers hope 
their effort will make a 
unique contribution by hav- 
ing a regional scope and by 
focusing on prevention.

Jen Mason acknowledged 
that attending coalition 
meetings may feel intimidat- 
ing for some, but empha- 
sized that the coalition wel- 
comes those who are cur- 
rently struggling with addic- 
tion, or those with little 
knowledge on the issue. 

“People need to face this,” 
said Orsburn. “We want the 
people in Wilmington and 
surrounding communities to 
face this issue head on. We 
want to be here to help facil- 
itate that.”

this they went into their 
first elite stunt, a full up to 
scale and twist down.

After this the team moved 
into running tumbling, 
where each member of the 
team performed with great 
technique and headed 
straight into their pyramid 
sequence. 

“The pyramid is a series of 
different skills performed 
while the flyers are linked 
at the arm and performing 
innovative transitions and 
body positions into their 


next skill,” Zuccaro said. 
“Our pyramid is ten eight 
counts long. It is packed 
with elite elements to put us 
in the top scoring range and 
they were great. Once the 
pyramid is done they dance 
for four eight counts, know- 
ing all skill elements are 
behind allow them to per- 
form the dance without a 
worry. It was fantastic to 
watch.” 

The results were fantastic 
to watch as well, and 
Zuccaro is looking forward 
to seeing her team continue 
their terrific run in this 
weekend’s New England 
Championships on Saturday

Despite the recent snow- 
storm, the first day of 
spring is just around the 
corner. And every spring, 
I see running — related 
injuries in both new run- 
ners who are enticed out- 
side by the fresh air and in 
veteran runners’ who 
return to running after a 
long winter break. Here 
are a few tips to avoid 
injury this spring running 
season. 

Make time for warm up 
and cool down. Running is 
a great way to quickly get 
your heart rate up and 
burn some calories, but be 
sure to make time to warm 
up and cool down. Failing 
to do so often leads to your 
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body breaking down. 

Many runners try to skip 
the warm up. I’ve even had 
a doctor whom I was treat- 
ing tell me “Greg, I don’t 
have time to stretch. I 
only have time to run.” She 
was seeing me for a run- 
ning related injury and we 
quickly changed her view 
on the importance of 
stretching. It doesn’t take 
much, just a quick walk or 
some light agility exercises 
to warm up and 5-10 min- 
utes of stretching after 
your run targeting the 
calves, hamstrings, quads 
and hips should do the 
trick. 

Gradually build up both 
distance and frequency of 
your runs. Your body 
needs to adjust to 
increased impact on your 
joints and, typically, if you 
start out by running five 
miles, or running five-to- 
seven days a week, the 
impact is too much too 
soon. 

Knee injuries are com- 
mon in runners and make 
up about 20 percent of run- 
ning injuries, females 
especially are susceptible 
to hip injuries with run- 
ning, and runners over 40 
are at increased risk for 
achilles injury and plantar 
fasciitis.
